American Here to 
B« Remembered 
As Military Genius

WASHINGTON - Much will 


be,written about Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, but the story may 
never be fully 
covered. F o r 
this was a life 
and career that 
dealt not alone 
with the mili- 
tary side, b u t 
with many oth- 
er activities of 
government, in 
which he h a d 
the keenest in- 
Lawrence 


terest. 


Many of us who, as newspa 


pecmen, covered the War De- 
partment in 1916 often sat across 
the desk listening to Maj. Mac- 
Arthur. He didn't wear a uni 
form — it was not customary 
in the pre-war days. With his 
feet on the leaf of a desk, he 
talked freely as he disposed o 
the military business of the daj 
and then proceeded to ask ques 
tions about what was going on 


at Capitol Hill. He would argue 
about the tariff and about other 
pieces of legislation pending in 
Congress. He wanted to know 
the reaction of the reporters, 
and he offered his own ideas. 


Maj. 
MacArthur was the ex- 


rovert type of individual, so- 
ciable and popular, and those 
of us who spent evenings with 
lim remember his congeniality. 
But all of a sudden, just after 
the United States entered World 
War I in 1917, the young ma- 
or grimly told the newspaper- 
men that he was going over- 
seas. He confidently predicted 
ic would someday be back as 
a brigadier general — a rank 
which his father had held — 
and he added: 


Young Man's Business 


"As you look down the cor- 


ridors of this building, you will 
see the old men quickly replac- 
ed by the younger ones, for war 
is a young man's business." 


On that same day, as some 


of the newspapermen expressed 
regret to the secretary of war, 
Newton D. Baker, that such a 
capable officer who had handled 
press relations in expert fashion 
was leaving at a critical mo- 
ment in public affairs, Mr. Ba- 
ker said: 


I know you are right, but 


Maj. 
MacArthur wants to go 


overseas, and I can't blame 
him. I venture the predict i o n 
that some day he'll come here 
as chief of staff of the Army." 


This prediction was indeed ful- 


dividual. He had been wounded 
wice overseas. He had come 
ace to face with the awfulnecs 
of war. He never was again 
he jovial person he had been 
n earlier days. He became sub- 
jective. His particular interest, 
lowever, in public affairs was 
undiminished. 


Once, during World War II, 


when the late Gen. George Mar* 
shall, chief of staff of the Army, 
returned from a visit to Austra- 
lia, some of the newspapermen 
asked him privately how

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gen. 


Douglas MacArthur was not a 
simple man. He was romantic, 
but tough; eloquent, but senti- 
mental; charming, but austere: 
but suspicious. 


He felt some people, besides 


Communists, were his enemies

against 
him.

cuse he so often wished his 
views to prevail, he was some 
times hard to get along with. 


One writer, Richard Revere, 


said MacArthur was a "true be- 
liever in himself" and found it 
"necessary to ascribe his dis- 
appointments . . . to base in- 
trigues." 


Although Gen. John J. Per- 


shing, MacArthur's top com- 
mander in World War I, decor- 
ated him. the New York Times 
says Pershing told him: "Young 
man, I do not like your atti- 
tude." 


Called Dangerous 


Arthur Schlesinger Jr.. in his 


history of the New Deal, says 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt thought MacArth'ur danger- 
ous. If so, he nevertheless made 
him his chief of staff, command- 
er in the Pacific, and gave him 
the Medal of Honor. 


The Washington Post's mili- 


tary editor, John G. Norris, re- 
ports that when Maj. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower served under Mac- 
Arthur in the Philippines in 
1935 they had differences of op- 
inion arid Eisenhower returned 
home.

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Confusion Over the Civil Rights Bill 


The public debate over the Civil Rights 


Bill, coinciding with the debate in the U. S. 
Senate, is being considerably distorted by 
exaggerated claims and charges. But much 
of the confusion arises because few people 
have actually read the bill itself. 


A good example of the pitfalls of mak- 


ing claims without reading the bill was 
the situation in which the Appleton and 
Neenah-Menasha Boards of Realtors found 
themselves last week. Their criticism of 
the bill, in an advertisement in this news- 
paper, was based on the measure as it was 
originally proposed in the House. The 
boards were not informed that the bill had 
been amended before it was passed by the 
House to eliminate at least one of the 
features to which they objected. 


Senator Nelson wired this newspaper 


pointing out that the advertisement was 
"absolutely false." He released a letter 
from Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
stating that the bill in its present form 
"would in no way affect or limit the free- 
dom of anyone to sell or rent his home as 
he chooses" and that "no right to trial by 
jury is diminished in any way by any 
provision of this bill." 


The two Realtor boards responded with 


a letter to the People's Forum of this 
newspaper retracting the charges pub- 
lished in the ad. 


Because there is so much interest in 


the bill, and because copies are difficult 
to come by (the Washington offices of 
Representative Byrnes, Senators Nelson 
and Proxmire report an unprecedented 
volume of requests for copies), the Post- 
Crescent is making plans to publish the 
complete bill in installments starting next 
week. At the same time we will comment 
editorially on the various titles, pointing 
out the positions taken by both supporters 
and opponents of the bill. 


We are doing so in the hopes that the ^ 


public debate thus can take place on the 
issues rather than on exaggerated and 
emotional claims as to what the bill will 
do. Since any such measure depends, how- 
ever, on the subsequent regulations which 
will be issued by various government de- 
partments and agencies to put the law 
into effect, and since provisions of the bill 
will always be subject to judicial review 
in relation to the U. S. Constitution, each 
reader in the end will have to make up his 
own mind as to the merits of the legis- 
lation. 


The Case of f fie Tortured Dog 


Based on the facts of the case, the dis- 


position which Judge Dohr ordered in the 
case of the four boys who tortured a dog 
to death is a reasonable one. The leader of 
the group has been committed to state 
care where hopefully he will receive psy- 
chiatric examination and treatment. The 
other three, who were "followers," must 
repay their victim in care and kindnesses 
to other dogs. 


We sympathized with the many people

Yet we in-, 
sisted that the state's legal system be al- 
lowed to handle the case without pressure 
from this newspaper for a lynching. 


We have in this case a clear-cut illus- 


tration of the very real problem our police 
and our courts have today in dealing with 
juvenile offenders. 


We believe that Wisconsin law and 


regulations for the handling of juvenile 
offenders is an enlightened one. We be- 
lieve in protecting juvenile court proceed- 
ings from the glare of publicity and in 
protecting juveniles before the bar against 
revelation of their identities. The juvenile 
court judge is empowered to give up juris-
